EGYPT'S ABORIGINES. 


A NUBIAN ORIGIN. 


The erry lant season of a great nomber 

of pots"by Mr. Garstang at Koatamneb, in 
Nobis, introdnoes « now problem into the 
disouasion of Egyptian otigins, Mafy of these 
are of the black and-red type, and bear the 
obvious imitation of basket-work and other 
attempts at decoration which have hitherto 
been considered characteristic ‘of the First 
Dynasty; and the qneation therefore arises 
whother wo oro to look, npon Nobia as 
one of the homes of the Bgyptian abori- 
gives. Although Mr. Garstang has not yet 
committed himaelf on this point, there 
is moch to be said fur it; bnt the anprejadioed 
observer would perhaps rather see in it a 
warning agains attaching too much faith to 
the evidence of pottery as a means of dating. 
Among the other remarkable finds of Mr. 
Garstang in Nobis was a completely andia- 
torbed barial at Dakkeli (the anoient Peolobis) 
containing some Bighteenth Dynasty soatabs 
and incised pottery. The tomb was built with 
stone chambers and « roof, although situated 
; jigh desert: bat the corpss was in the 
“contracted” position once thought peculiar 
to the “New” or prehistorie race, and would 
certainly have been put down. to this period 
bad it not been’ for the dated objects found 
with it. Nor dogs this instance of the sporadio 
survival in Bgypt of certain ocostoms stand 
alone. At the exhibition of Mr, Garstang’s 
finds in Liverpool thete is tobe seen another 
find from Kostamneh, a kueading-trough, or 
slightly. hollowed fist atone, whereon some 
(powsibly) prehistoric woman was acoustomed 
toroll her bread. Behind it in-to be seen the 
woodert model of a woman engaged in thia 
occupation with an exaotly similar stone—a 
modol found in a tomb of the Twelfth Dynasty; 
while by its side is s photograph, taken by Mr, 
Garstang, of a Nabian girl of the prosent day 
performing the aamo act with oxadtly similar 
materiale. When customs and, in # double 
senne, fashion in ntensile thas persist at in 
torvals of more then 7,000 years, it is plain 
that no very cogent argoment can be drawn 
from the form or style of things so essily made 
and imitated aa clay pots.

THE NATIVE ARMY, 


In considering the atrength of our defences 


.in Bgypt the great diffionlty lies, saya the Cairo 


Correspondent of a London contemporary, 
innot knowing to what extent the Bgyptian 
Army conld be relied on in the event of troable 
arising from fanatioiem, that is to say, whother 
would be stronger then discipline. The 
Bgyptian Army consists of the following troops: 
BixeqnadronsofCavalry, six Mountain Batteries, 
tho Camel Corps, and sevonteen battalions of 
Infantry, of which six are Sudanese. ‘This 
force amounts to, approximately, 10,000 men, 
and is stationed for the most ¢ art in Upper 
Bgypt. The s;aadrone, batteries, and companies 
are commanded by Boglish officers with native 
officers onder them. Reoraiting is by con- 
soription, and the consoript has to serve five 
years with the colours and five years on the 
reserve ; #0 that it the Army conld be mo- 
bilisod and all the Reservists called up it ooald 
bs raised: to 20,000, men in wartime, Moat 
of the offiters attaohed to the Bgyptian Army 
are inclined to believe that the greater part 
of the Army would remain loyal, partioolarly 
the Sadanose battalione, but that the Reser. 
vists, who have retarned to their homes and 
come again under the ioflaenoce of their friends 
and relativel, oonld not be relied on. ‘Never- 
theless, this isa problem which cannot be 
solved antil the occasion ariser, Are wa ein- 
ploying » large staff of our officers in tality 
an Army whioh is going to help us to protect 
onr interests, or aro wo tarning ont 20,000 
tenined men every ten years who may even- 
tually endeavoor to drive us out of the country?
